ENGINEERING DEPT. 
RECEIVES NEW 
LETTERING DEVICE 


_Newest piece of equipment in 

the college Engineering depart- 
ment is a LeRoy lettering set 
which arrived at the beginning 
of this semester. The device, con- 
sisting of engraved letters clearly 
formed on plastic templets and 
a modified pentagraph, is used 
for lettering titles on engineer- 
ing and architectural drawings. 

Six different pens, shaped like 
funnels, and filled with ink, and 
six sizes of templets come with 
the set. It is also possible to use 
pencil in making the letters. An 
adjustment to make inclined or 
vertical letters is attached to the 
modified pentograph. 

Letters must be spaced by the 
operator, but the finished prod- 
uct gives the appearance of hav- 
ing been printed. This set is “one 
of the simplest and best methods 
of making machine letters,” ac- 
cording to William Bullis, engi- 
neering instructor at Esjaysee.
